Tli© shap es in bonnets and rou nd 
hats, noticed last month, as av ant c<>nr- 
eu rs of the mode, for the most p art are 
rep eated in the trimmed models sent 
ou t from Paris, 
lion nets of small and 
mediu m sizes are likely to p rev ail, 
thou g h there some larg e sizes, notably 
a p oke shap e, with a deep , shelv ing - 
ou t brim, bent down at the edg o, and a 
narrow, sq u are crown. 
The small bon­ 
net with the flat, g othic crown, or the 
crown rising to a p oint in the center, 
is v ery fav orably reg arded, as is a 
shap e with the sq u are g ig crown p e r­ 
fected by a p ioce forming three blocks, 
that in the center folding ov er and 
forming the top of the bonnet. 
A few 
crescent shap es ap p ear, and now we 
are shown a sq u are-p ointed p oke, while 
a modification of the tu rban, called the 
Lady Kildare, will p robably p rov e one 
of the most accep table of the season, 
becau se of its av ailability for the mid­ 
dle ag ed as well as y ou ng ladiofi 
A disp osition to retu rn to former 
sty les is seen in a modified Gainsbor- 
ou g li hat, with a mediu m tall, slig htly | l,c‘nsi\e 
tap ering crown, and the brim some­ 
what p rojecting in front, whilo a strik­ 
ing ly nov el shap e has a broad, tall, 
slig htly conical crown, shav ed oft at 
the left side, and a narrow, p rojecting 
brim, cu rled at the edg e in front and 
at the left side. 
Ju st now there seems 
an inclination to hats with g reater cir­ 
cu mference of brim than in the shap es 
which hav e latterly been most p op u lar, 
thou g h it may be better to await dev el­ 
op ments in this direction than to v en­ 
tu re u p on p rediction. 
Velv et (velo u r d u Xo rd ) 
p romises 
to be the leading material, tho ug h the 
season op ens with sev eral v arieties of 
p lu shes, and p lu shy and no ssv effects 
are seen in bo th materials fo r the mak­ 
ing o f bo nnets and hu ts and in the rib­ 
bons. 
Nov elties are shown in bro caded 
and embroidered v elv ets, p lu shes of 
long nap 
and frisce 
tex tures, with 
p lu shy and mossy worsted materials, 
and shaded, mottled, and tig er mole­ 
skin p lu shes. 
Ktamiu es, in bo th silk 
and worsted, are in the list of the nov ­ 
elties in materials, with v ery p leasing 
p rodu ctions of loosely -wov en, canv as 
tex tu re, of raw silk, in p eacock colors, 
and beaded silks and v elv ets. 
Narrow' ribbons seem to hav e g one 
ou t. 
No. “2 0, in ribbons, is the narrow­ 
est used for bonnet-string s, and from 
this width u p to No. 
10, or ribbons 
from two and a half to fou r inches 
wide, are seen. 
A narrow fring e, or a 
dou ble u ncu t 
fring e on one or both 
edg es, and a p icot edg e, are distin­ 
g u ishing featu res of the ribbons of the 
season. 
There are strip ed ribbons in 
se\v rat colors, and strip es of satin, v el­ 
v et, and moire-antiq u o in ribbons or 
of solid color, while the g rosg raiu -tex - 
tu re has been su p p lanted in ribbons, 
as in dress silks, to a g reat ex tent, bv 
the richer fa ille Fritia a ise tex tu re. 
Galloon ribbons, iu Tu rkish desig ns, 
colors and effects u ro among the p ecu ­ 
liar nov elties sent ov er by Kohbou r ^ 
Cie, of St. Etienne,with a v ery remark­ 
able nov elty in ribbons of cross strip es 
with bou rette effects of lino worsted 
and raw silk. 
Very eleg ant and dainty 
ribbons arc of p ainted scrim or eta- 
mine, in floriated desig ns, edg ed on 
each side w ith a bar of v elv et, p lu sh, or 
satin, in strong colors. 
Fancy 
embro idered and 
beaded 
cro wns, in clo th, v elv et, an 1 lace, are 
abundant, and are seen in so me o f the 
handso mest bo nnets, and the embro id­ 
ered wo o len materials are amo ng the 
mo st recherche and desirable millinery 
fancies. 
Fancy feathers and stuffed birds, and 
birds’ w ing s, it is suppo sed, will be the 
ruling accesso ries in millinery trim­ 
ming s, tho ug h there is no lack o f o s- 
trieh-tips upo n the I ’arisiau mo dels, 
and the wide-brimmed hats enco urag e 
the helit f that we shall ag ain see 
long 
plumes wo rn. 
Ho me o f the mo st pleas­ 
ing of the Paris hats are trimmed with 
demi-lcng plumes, while a mo del in 
memo ry has o n it two lo ng dou ble 
plumes, the feathers g iv ing a bu nchy 
effect by cu rling the ends, the one u n­ 
der the o ther. 
Metallicizcd aud paint­ 
ed wing s and quill feathers 
v ary the 
more conv entional 
mo ntures of fancy 


feathers; and v ary ing these are shaded, 
p ainted, and embroidered wing s of v el­ 
v et, larg o beg onia leav es (otherwise 
and heretofore known as donkey -ears) 
of shaded p ressed v elv et, and 
the 
breast feathers of small, v elv ety birds, 
beaded wing s, and other nov el cap rices 
of the kind. 
Crowns of network of small, smooth 
beads, v ary embroidered crowns, the 
bead-crown ov erly ing p lain v elv et or 
satin; arid bead network brims, em­ 
broidered with larg e cu t 
beads, 
rower than the brims of the kind 
in the su mmer, are attached, not 
to bead-erowns, bu t to crowns of 
v et and other materials. 
Beads are v ery mu ch worn. 
Larg e 
p earls and shot-beads stu d v elv et and 
other bonnet materials; 
and faceted, 
cone-shap ed, p ear-shap ed, and triang u ­ 
lar beads, and rosary beads in many 
v arieties are emp loy ed, edg ing the brim 
and otherw ise g a r ni s h i ng bonnets and 
hats. 
Metallic 
ornaments 
are sp aring ly 
emp loy ed, and they are mainly in p ins 
with a fancy head, while beaded leav es, 
wing s, and 
q u ills, in erreat v ariety , 
leav e nothing to bo desired that is f l i t ­ 
tering in the bonnet or the bat 
the 
p orcu p ine coronet, of ellip tical-shap ed 
beads, beiner a p rominent addendu m to 
bonnets. 
There is a disp osition to de­ 
p art from tinselry , thou g h dead-g old 
beads and p ins are still a featu re in 
millinery , 
and 
tinsel 
threads ru n 
throu g h the millinery fabrics and rib­ 
bons, and there is now and then a 
crlinting of silv er and steel. 
We may 
say , howev er, that all these effects are 
comp arativ ely su bdu ed, tho beads hav ­ 
ing the soft finish, and more dep end­ 
ence shown 
u p on 
color than u p on 
g listening metallic effects.

for instance, aro shown with ex ceed­ 
ing ly rich broche fig u res, small, bu t 
mag nificently colored, ov er p lain, rich, 
darkly -dy ed g rou nds. 
The broche de­ 
sig ns, althou g h showing a ming ling of 
Persian colors, are alway s in p erfect 
harmony with the p rev ailing shade of 
the g oods they decorate, reminding one 
of the au tu mn foliag e, a trillo su bdu ed 
from its first v iv id brilliancy of eolor- 
ifig , ag ainst the backg rou nd of a du ll, 
dark {Sep tember sky .

Ho shows, 


what is by no means new, that they are 
very numerous, and exist in groat va­ 
riety. 
It requiros little argument to 


demonstrate tho proposition that they 
are “ within the reach of all,” including 
the poorest. 
The statement is then 


made, the truthfulness of which none 
w ill question, that their number might 
be greatly reduced with obvious ad­ 
vantage to all persons, especially to 
farmers and fruitgrowers. 
It is a well- 


known fact that food crops in various 
parts of the world aro often destroyed 
by insects. 
That nearly all the insect^ 


injurious to vegetation are of fine flavor, 
and very numerous, the author of this 
work declares from personal experience 
to ho truo. 
Ho says he knows whereof 


ho speaks, for ho lias tasted them in, 
various ways, and w as astonished to see 
how appetizing they are. 
M any of them aro delicious when 


eaten raw, whilo others are improved 
by cooking. 
M any of them havo a 


gamey, spicy, or peppery flavor which 
makes them very appetizing. 
It issol- 


dom necessary to uso condiments on 
them. Ho says insocts furnish a variety 
of agreeable flavors not found in tho 
long list of vegetables and animal sub­ 
stances commonly employed for food, 
even when they are prepared for the 
table by the most skillful cooks. 
The 


art of cooking insects is yet in its in­ 
fancy, and, as a consequence, their pos­ 
sible valuo as articles of food has not 


j been ascertained. 
Ho advises not only 


i epicures, but dyspeptics, and all who 


have poor appetites or sutler from in­ 
digestion, to try insects. 
H e insists 


that many of them are delicious from 


| tho first, while tlio taste for others is 
: acquired. 
The arguments made by this writer 


in favor of eating insects are all good, 
if they are not convincing. 
He might 


have added to them how birds, animals, 
and fish thrive that live principally, if 
not entirely, on insects. 
Tho whale is 


| an insect-eater, and, as is well-known, 


assumes enormous proportions, whilo 
it is very fat, active, and strong, and 
ordinarily lives a century if it does not 
meet a violent death. 
The giant ant- 


oater is a formidable beast, remarkable 
for its strength and long life. 
The 


most beautiful as well as tho most 
musical of all our song birds subsist 
almost ontirely on a diet of insects. 
Tho mocking-bird soon loses its super­ 
ior gift of song and imitation if de­ 
prived of spiders, which constitute its 
favorite article of food. 
Here is a sug­ 
gestion that opera singers would do 
well to take advantage of. 
A distinguished ornithologist state. * 


that the metallic luster on tho plumage 
of birds is duo to the insects they cat. 
Birds that devour grain, fish, and veg­ 
etables ha\e homely or unattractive 
plumage, but the feathers of the birds 
that out bugs, ants, and a variety of 
small insects, are very beautiful. 
The 


crow, which eats corn and meat, is an 
awkward, clumsy, disagreeable bird, 
that produces a most discordant sound, 
and has no friend»s. 
The lady bird, 


however, is a marvel of beauty and 
loveliness, and spends its time, when 
not displaying its fine plumage, in eat­ 
ing insects.— C h ica g o Tim es.

The women fa irly revel in 
sky-blue sha wls tied a bout their hea ds a nd 
Ma genta gowns or dresses of a deep a nd in­ 
sistent yellow. 
The men a re quite a s pro­ 
nounced in the color of their ga rments, a nd 
he is a poor immigra nt indeed who does not 
blossom out in a brillia nt indigo shirt or a 
pa ir of greenish trousers. 
No two styles of 
hea d-covering a re a like a nd the contra st is 
a s picturesque a s the boldest Fra n oh pa inter 
ever ventured to put into a Breton coa st- 
fishing scene. 
Even the ba bies’ dresses, a nd 
there is Alwa ys a la rge proportion of ba bies, 
a re a s bright a s their mothers' costumes a nd 
quite a s un-America n.

and feet lay . 
Thought his head lay 
about a foot east of a lino drawn due 
south from his feet; when he came to 
him on night of J une 23rd he was lay ing 
perfectly still and stretched at full length. 
The place that his vomit lay on ground 
was about a foot and a half north-cast of 
of where bis head lay . 
Mr. Hops was 
then re-called and swore that he held 
twine in window while Geo. Btein brook 
took the other end and tied it to the Up 


of a six -foot stake driven in ground J at 
place where White fell. 
He pulled th e 
line tight, tied it to a chair in middle of 
window, and went below to watch Stein­ 
brook do measuring; said he mearoi« d 
with a square; thought that five limbs 
crossed west of twine in tree nearest 
house,and two in other tree; longest limb 
on first mentioned tree was eight feet to 
top, “ but they called it seven feet;” nex t 
longest were five feet; and other two were 
four feet each*, thought that one limb on 
other tree passed line by five feet and 
other by four feet; they also measured 
from ground to largest main limb cross­ 
ing line in tree nearer the house and found 
it was eleven feel; line laid south from 
east side of woodshed just touched west 
side of first tree and passed tw’O and one- 
half feet west of nex t tree; he also thought 
but was not certain, that first tree was 
thirty feet from woodshed south; second 
tree w’as twenty -four or twenty -five feet 
south of that one and fence about same 
south of second tree. 
W. A. Pratt, recalled, said that while 
standing where White fell he could see 
no part of window ex cept when wind 
blew gently ; but stooping a little saw J . 
W. Bell who was standing in window; he 
thought that a descent of two or three 
feet from house to road would be hardly 
perceptible but that ground was nearly 
level. 
Alex ander Frilds, another member of 
coroner’s jury , swore that he saw a little 
blood where he was told that White fell 
and stepping four or five feet west of that 
saw Mr. Bell in the window; did not no­ 
tice level of ground. 
B. J . Wheeler, also member of coro­ 
ner’s jury , told about the same story with 
no great variations. 
J . H. Thompson, recalled, said he help­ 
ed make some measurements about the 
y ard. 
As he remembered it was nine 
feet from ground to the most prominent 
of limbs that were broken by the shot; 
twenty -nine 
and one half feet from 
ground directly under window to where 
White fell; eighty -four feet or thereabouts 
from house to fence; also was quite sure 
that it was eight feet from nearest tree 
west to line due south of window. The 
attorney s began questioning him about 
relationships but they changed places 
with brother and sister so many times in 
their questions that it created a great deal 
sport for every one. 
Wm. Hackman, under oath, said he 
was standing in same position when Clark, 
the photographer, took the picture of 
Nettleton premises, about J uly 20. that 
he held at lime of shooting; said Philip 
Pierce pointed out the place as he was 
unable to do so. 
Robert Smith, uncle of defendant, call­ 
ed, testified to same facts about looking 
tow'ard the window as other witnesses 
did. 
David Smith, brother of witness last on 
stand, said he had to go six , seven or 
eight feet west of w’hero White lay before 
he could see any of window while stand­ 
ing erect; said he made an ex amination 
by moonlight about the middle of J uly , 
luokiug from window toward a man in 
road but could not see him when standing 
where While fell; that he made the ex am­ 
ination about nine o’clock on a bright 
moonlight night. 
W. S. Clark, the photographer, called 
and said that he took the pictures of Net- 
tletou place about J uly 20tb; set camera 
about one and one-half feet south of 
where he understood White’s feet w’ere 
when lie was shot; camera then stood 
about four and one-half feet high; nex t 
set camera about two feet above ground 
at same place; then took third picture 
setting camera in window from w’hich 
Nettleton shot; he seemed much to dis­ 
like to answer Mr. Farrand’s cross ques­ 
tions and made such indirect replies as to 
cause considerable amusement for the 
counsel and reporters they being about 
all that remained to hear the last. Court 
adjourned at 0:30 until this morning. 
After very little preliminary work this 
muining the defense again began passing 
in testimony . 
The first witness called was Wm. R. 
Hauze. a law student of Amboy . He went 
oil J uly 24 and 
made ex aminations as follows; Went into 
upper room of Nettleton house and look­ 
ed out of the windosv Arthur Nettleton 
shot from; saw a white haudkerehicf held 
by Mr. Wooster, who stood in White’s 
position when shot; handkerchief could 
only be seen when within eight or ten 
inches of the ground; but saw' muu when 
standing four or five feet west of place 
where White fell. 
In ex amining broken 
twigs witness thought that the charge 
fired from window must have borne east 
at least six feet from a line tlue south by 
time it reached the nearest tree, butw'ould 
not venture to say how far same charge 
would carry by time of reaching road. 
C. F. Preston, one of the attorney s in 
defense, then took stand and testified 
simply lo corroborative statements of ex ­ 
aminations on J uly 24th. 
Henry Nettleton. brother of defendant, 
called to stand and testified that he was 
twenty -three y ears old last J uly ; he help­ 
ed run a line from window to point where 
While fell and did lomc aiding George 


closer to her window; she heard the re­ 
mark, *‘Let them rest awhile and we will 
give it to them again;’* also a remark 
that “ If they don’t come out we will drag 
them out by the heels.” She finally per­ 
suaded her husband to let her go out and 
tell her mother to ask them to go away , 
which she then did and heard her mother 
say to them substantially what had 
already been testified to; as she was re 
turning to her room she glanced through 
north window of wing and saw a man 
standing there; the noise ceased when 
she got to room and she supposed the 
boy s had gone “ off home.” 
Note—As we go to press Mrs. Pulver 
is still on the witness stand. 
Not Settled.

Steinbrook was upon it making the meas 
urements, but was instead standing just 
under the limb watching the operations 
the glass in window from which shooting 
was done was eight by ten inches; three 
panes in each of the two rows that ex ­ 
tended across in window in direction of 
its width; the ground, as he said, descend­ 
ed from house to a point some ten feet ©r 
so from house, then very gradually rose 
until y ou reached the gate; witness knew 
this fact since in heavy rains the water 
run toward the house from front gate 
until it was within a rod or less then flow­ 
ed off to one side; the road in front of 
house was piked up a very little but was 
not higher than ground at the fence but 
rather a few inches lower; witness helped 
his uncle make the moonlight ex amina­ 
tion as he thought about the 22nd day of 
J uly . 
He say s he bought the gun that 
his brother used on J une 23rcl, some ton 
y ears ago and paid some twelve or twelve 
and a half dollars for it; did not remem­ 
ber of having used it more recently 
before Ibe night of J une 
23rd than 
some time the previous spring he had 
been hunting; when asked about its 
shooting qualities he said: when new, “ I 
know it scattered very badly .” 
On cross 
ex amination be said that ladder was 
placed on east side of string when Stein­ 
brook was measuring the limits; that he 
measured the first four feet and guessed 
at the rest; limb was aboulj an inch in 
diameter where ladder was placed; he 
thought the more easterly of the small 
elm trees, in y ard, was about due south 
of the window, but, upon consideration, 
decided that it was farther east; the door 
in upwright part of the house is just in 
middle and midway between the upper 
windows; these windows are some three 
or four feet apart at neareast points. 
George Steinbrook was then called and 
stated thus to Mr. O’Brien; y ou re­ 
quested me to go out there and siibpcena 
some witnesss and have them make some 
measurements;” he made measurements 
himself, and can’t say whether or not 
any one was holding ladder at the time; 
he held onto the limb vfith one hand 
while measuring with a two-foot square 
with the othef; admitted he measured 
only four feet of limb and guessed at the 
rest, and really measured but two limbs; 
approx imated as to the length of the rest, 
and gave figures 8%me as previously ex 
amined witnesss; considerable sport was 
occasioned in the last two ex aminations 
by Mr. Furrand’s continually interlacing 
in his questions: “ I want to be fair with 
y ou” and the continued efforts of our 
friend,the Deputy ,to avoid the questions. 
The ex aminations mentioned by Stien- 
bruok were made on Thursday of this 
week. 
Mr. U. J . Drew, our gunsmith, was 
nex t called to the stand, 
lie said that 
when the shot did not chamber, or fit the 
barrel of the gun, they were apt, when 
the gun was fired, to scatter a great deal; 
thought also that two buck-shot would 
not chamber in a No. 14 bore gun. (This, 
by -lhe-way , is the size of gun Nettleton 
used, and not No. 10, as was slated by 
mistake, a day or two ago.) 
lie thought 
they might, when only two buck-shot 
were in a gun, .scatter lo the distance of 
fifteen feet in going forty three y ards; 
and if gun was loaded with au ordinary 
charge of powder would peuetrute a block 
of pine some three or four inches. 
On 
cross ex amination he was showed some 
shot which he said were “ No. b Buck;” 
then being shown those taken from the 
Nettleton gun, by Mr. Agler, said they 
were a larger sh« l than those he testified 
first concerning by three grades; he said 
he thought that two of them would just 
about chamber in a fourteen calibre shot 
gun muzzle loader and in such case ought 
not lo be thrown outside of a four fool 
circle at distance of forty -three 3'urds. 
David Smith, recalled to make a change 
in his testimony , said that he could uow 
remember distinctly that he made the ex ­ 
amination by moonlight after the meet­ 
ing of board of supervisors 
or from 20th 
to 22nd ui J uly . 
Mrs. Cora N. I’ulver, the lady on the
